The parishioners of St. Mary's 
Church on August 15th commem- 
orated the Fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of their parish. “His- 
torical records reveal that a Jes- 
uit Father, Rev. Julius Schulack, 
visited Grayling at stated periods 
and it was he who in 1886 under- 
‘took the task of directing the 
erection of the frame building to 
be know a Mary's. h h 
Fr. Schulack remained in charg 
until Sept. 15, 1887, when he was 
succeeded by the Rev. Aloysius 
Webeler, who journeyed to West 
Branch, but ‘still continued to ex- 
ercise his priestly ministry among 
the people on, the banks of the 
AuSable. From Oct. 1, 1900 to 
July 31, 1903, the Rev. Godfrey 
Guthausen was in charge who in 
turn was succeeded by the Rev. 
John J. Riess. During the pas- 
torate of the latter much was done 
to improve the interior as well as 
the exterior of the church. With 
the generous assistance of Ras- 
mus Hanson, Father Riess was 
able to erect the residence for the 
pastor of the parish. It is inter- 
esting to. note that Father Riess 

i in _estab- 
lishing—the—Sisters- of Merey -in 
the Grayling Hospital, the doors 
of which .were first opened in 
1910. Father Riess remained in 
charge of St. Mary’s until April 
10, 1920, when he was transfer- 
red to Grand Rapids. The Rev. 
Ernest J. Walters was then ap- 
pointed to Grayling and he re- 
mained until Sept. 22, 1921, when 
the Rev. A. ©. Bosler was placed 
in charge. He was followed by. 
the Rev. Joseph L. Culligan who 
served as pastor from 1924 to 
May 1, 1935, when the present in- 
cumbent, the Rev. James H. Mo- 
loney, was assigned to the Gray- 
ling. parish.
